From the oldest written records, we find that personal 
identification has long been in use. When no other method of identi- 
fication was known, convicts and slaves were given a particular mark 
which plainly showed their class. A few hundred/years ago the best 
police forces hired men with good memories who tfried to remember the 
faces of persons charged with crimes so as to be able to recognize 
them later. Later on, men whose duty it was to preserve law and order 
began employing better methods of recognizing persons and kept files 
containing the pictures of thousands of criminals* The identification of 
such persons fonas a large part of the work of reventing and 
reducing crime. Indeed it is not only the most important means of 
obtaining the arrest of these persons but it also insures the more 
certain and just punishment of the guilty. The man who often breaks 
the law and who has already been convicted of several crimes deserves 
more severe punishment than the beginner in crime. Only when the past 
records of men under trial can be fully known, however, can greater 
punishments be justly given. In most cases, we can not kn v ow that a 
man is a hardened criminal except by means of careful identification. 

Never before in the history of the country has the subject 
of crime been more widely discussed than at the present time. The public 
mind is awakening to the need of checking the criminal in order that life 
and property may remain reasonably safe. For a long tine the criminal 
has been encouraged by the indifference of the public to ineffective 
methods of investigation and prevention of crime. Not only has the 
criminal widened the field of his attack with great boldness and speed, 
but he has also organized his work to make it more efficient and 
profitable. If law and order are to control crime, they must deal quickly 
and surely with this menace. In the past the public has too often been 
guilty of considering the criminal a romantic figure and of making him 
the object of public sympathy. One of the first steps which must be 
taken is the creation of a sound public attitude towards crime and 
criminals. Upon this step largely will rest the success or failure of 
the attempt to reduce crime in this country to the lowest possible level. 
More than a change in the attitude of the public is needed to solve the 
problem, however, for changes both in police methods and in the law are 
essential. The wider us of the methods already known to the police 
agencies of the various countries would in itself constitute a severe 
blow to crime.

NOTES FOR EXAMINING PHYSICIAN 

Weight. — Males, without clothing, and also in ordinary clothing without overcoat or hat (weigh twice); females, clothed but 
without wrap or hat. If overweight, state whether due to bone and muscle or to fat. 
Height. — Without boots or shoes; observe that no appliances are used to increase. 
The examination should include the following observations, as to — 

1. Eyes. — Ptosis; discharge; corneal scar; pterygium. In recording distant vision consider 20 feet as normal and report all 
vision as a fraction with 20 feet as numerator and the smallest type read at 20 feet as denominator. If glasses are used, record 
for each eye the finding with and without glasses.* 

2. Ears. — Evidence of middle ear or mastoid disease; condition of drums; discharge. In recording hearing, record 20 feet 
as normal distance for conversational voice and record deviation from normal as fraction with 20 as denominator and actual 
distance as numerator. 

3. Nose. — Ability to blow through each nostril. If free, a speculum examination would not be indicated.

5. Theoat. — Tonsils, hypertrophy or disease. 

6. Thyroid. — Presence of tumor in neck and tremor, exophthalmos; nervous high-strung disposition, especially in women. 

7. Heart. — Murmurs. State whether functional or organic. If valvular disease exists, state whether or not it is fully 
compensated. 

8. Lungs. — It is necessary that the auscultatory cough be used. Tuberculosis; if present, state whether active or arrested, 
and if arrested your opinion as to how long it has been quiescent. Sputum to be examined for tubercle bacilli in all suspected cases. 

9. Inguinal rings. — Hernia; no hernia, but impulse on coughing; no hernia or impulse, but abnormally large rings. Any 
other hernia should be noted, and if present describe fully and state whether it is retained by well-fitting truss. 

10 to 13. Scars, deformities, atrophies, paralyses, or flat foot of such a nature as to incapacitate or become aggravated by 
work or be later alleged as caused by accident or occupation. By "fiat foot", as used in this form, is meant a foot with impaired 
function, the term being equivalent to "fallen or misplaced arch", an abnormal condition. Impairment of function is the point 
to be noted.
